My frieuds in the 
West came promptly forward aud prof- 
fered security to the amount of millions; 
and, although I was in the midst of strau- 
gers, nearly two thousand wiles frow 

ome, this proffered assistance was reject- 
ed, and resident security was demanded to 
three-fifths of the whole amount. This, 
of course, | was unable to give, in default 
of which I was remanded to prison, where 
T'rémained uutil public sentiment forced 
the Adininistration to reduce my boud to 
a more reasonable limit.

The 
government for appointing men to hold 
Offices, about the duties of which they 
know simply nothing; or the gentlemen 
whe accept the offices, and then, when 
they ought to be in the mountains an 
about the villages of the Indians, caring 
for their wants, are absolutely “killing 
time” in this city? We leave the public 
to decide. But that there is something 
radically wrong in the management of the 
Iadiens in this territory, no one, who is 
in the least acquainted with the circum- 
stances, can doubt for a moment. 

Indians, in one respect, are like white 
men, they cannot live upon promises; vei- 
ther do promises clothe them. A few 
petted chiefs, who loiter around official 
quarters, can get more than they need, 
but the poor, destitute tribes of the 
parched deserts of the west get nothing 
but promises.

TELEGRAPHIC NEWS 


BY PONY. 


Taz Pony which arrived on the eren- 
ing of the 27th, brought the following in- 
telligence from the East: 


RIOT AT BALTIMORE. 


A St. Louis dispatch of the 19th, states 
that a terrible riot had taken place in 
Baltimore that day, on the occasion of the 
passage of northern troops through the 
city on their way to Washington. The 
railroad track was taken up, and the 
troops, who attempted to march through 
the city, were attecked by a mob with 
bricks and stones, and then fired upon. 
The fire was returned. Two of the 7th 
regiment of Massachusetts troops were 
reported killed, and several wounded; the 
soldiers are reported to have killed ten 
citizens. 

Baltimore dispatches of the 20th, state 
that the Melville Bridge on the Northern 
Central Road, and between Woodbury 
and Mount Washington, had been burned 
down. A bridge on the Northern Cen- 
tral Read, aud one on the Philadelphia, 
Wilmington and Baltimore road had also 
gone. e troops would have to go by 
railroad to Havre de Grace, thence by 
water to Annapolis, Marylaad. The rail- 
road bridge, three miles north of Bualti- 
more, was reported to be burned. Bridges 
between Baltimore and Havre de Grace 
~ also been destroyed or rendered use- 
ess. 

Martial Lew has been proclaimed in 
Baltimore. Stores were closed, bnsivess 
was suspended, and a general state uf 
dread prevailed. Parties had marched to 
the telegraph office and cut the wires, 

It is stated that eleven Baltimoreans 
and three Massachusetts soldiers were 
killed, and four citizens and eight soldiers 
wounded. 

Gov. Hicks, of Maryland, declined by 
telegraph, to let any more armed troops 
pass through Baltimore. : 

In reply, the President said that 
more troops would be brought through 
Baltimore, provided that they were al- 
lowed to pass around the city without 
molestation. 

The governor of Massachusetts sent 
the following dispatch to the mayor of 
Baltimore: 

“Il pray you to canse the bodies of our 
Massachusetts soldiers, dead in battle, to 
be immediately laid out, preserved in ice 
paud tenderly seut fogmard Wy expresq to 

me. All expenses will be paid by this 
commonwealth. 

[Signed] A. Anparew, 

“Gor. of Mass.” 

Mayor Brown, of Baltimore, replied: 

“Owing to communication being 
stopped betwen here and Philadelphia, | 
cannot send the bodies of the men, killed 
in the riot here, but shall embalm and 
keep them subject to your order. I and 
the Governor regret the affair as much 
as any one. Our people viewed it as an 
invasion. The authorities exerted them- 
selves to the utmost to prevent it, but it 
was impossible. When are these scenes 
to cease? Are we to have war of sec- 
tions? 

“Baltimore claims the right to pay all 
expenses.” 


The Baltimoreans had demanded the 
surrender of Fort McHeury, and threat- 
ened to attack it. The commander re- 
plied that he would be compelled to de- 
fend it, and woald fire on the city. 

It was reported that General Cad- 
wallader’s mansion, ninetcen miles from 
Baltimore, had been fred.
